DENOUNCES DIRECT ELECTIONS OF SENATORS. 


zine Writers Can Improve 


Income Tax Will Be a Bad Thing for Country, Says 
Shiras, Because It Enables National Government to 
Take Money from the States—Doubts That the Maga- 


One Jot on Conatitution. 


HICAGO, June 14.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Despite his 60 years 
George Shiras of Pittsburgh, for- 
mer Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, today de- 
livered a vigorous blow to the maga- 
zine muckrakers and amenders of the 
United States Constitution before he 
left Chicago for Marquette, Mich., to 
spend the summer. 
Ex-Justice Shiras declared that the 
move to amend the Constitution so 
that Senators shall be elected by a di- 
reet vote was wrong. He also ex- 
pressed his disapproval of the income 
tax amendment. 
‘“I doubt.” declared the former Jus- 
tice,“ whether the young men, who are 
writing for the magazines for the 
profit of those publications, rather 
than the prosperity of the country, 
can improve upon the work of the 
founders of the government. 
INEXPERIENCED YOUTH. 
“These muckrakers are mostly in- 
experienced young men, immature, 
and the Constitution of the United 
States probably is a better document 
than they could produce.” 
Mr. Shiras said if he had been in 
the Senate he would have voted 
against the popular election of Sena- 
tors on Monday when the Upper 
House passed the proposed amend- 
ment by a majority of one vote. 
“I don’t believe the ward politicans 
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who fill the conventions with their 
mouthpieces would select as fine a 
body of men a8 compose the Senate 
at this time and has composed it in 
the past,” he said. 

“The founders of the republic were 
right, I believe, when they created a 
Senate, to be composed of men elected 
by and representing the Legislatures 
of the various States. 


“I would not say the Constitution Di 


should never be amended, but I am 

opposed to changing a system that has 

worked so well as ours.” 
CHANGED HIS VOTE. : 

While a member of the Supreme 
Court, Mr. Shiras first voted to sus- 
tain the income tax, but .when he 
heard the reargument of the case, he 
changed his vote, causing the court 
to reverse itself five to four, thus kill- 
ing the law. 

The retired jurist expressed his 
disapproval of the income tax amend- 
ment on the ground that income 
taxes should be levied by the various 
States and not by the Federal go 
ernment. The money the Fede 
government would collect reall 
would be taken away from the States, 

“From the present tendency to 
chan things and to experiment, I 
would not be surprised to see t 
Federal income tax amendment rati- 
fled. but E should be sorry to see such 
a thing.” he said. “It would be a bad 
thing, indeed, for the country. 

Mr. Shiras has not practiced law 


since he retired from the bench, dight 
years ago.

Two of them took 
effect, and as the man sank to the floor 
mortally wounded, she turned the 
weapon upon herself, sending a bullet 
through her right thigh. Though the

RACE AGAINST DEATH. 

Physicians were called to attend the 
dying man and the race against death 
to Walla Walla Hospital was begun. 
The run was made in record breaking 
time and the man never lost con- 
sciousness, but died at 11:46.

“He then took his watch out of his 
pocket and said, ‘You will be allowed 
time to eat your dinner, which I have 
ordered for you. There will be a car- 
riage at the door of the hotel! to take 
you te the train.

Gen. Lyon had delivered his ultima- 
tum, and he lost no time in making 
ready to carry i out. Immediately 
he telegraphed for more arms and for 
authority to raise more troops and 
issued orders for the formation of a 
marching column. 

Gov. Jackson and his party, mean- 
while, riding by special train that not 
a minute's time might be lost, reached 
Jefferson City by 2 o'clock in the 
morning. Soon after daybreak the 
Governor's proclamation, denouncing 
Lyon and calling out 50,000. troops, 
was on the press, and orders were is- 
sued to assemble all their available 
men immediately, ready for service 
in the field. 

To delay attack from 8t. Louis the 
bridges on the Pacific Railroad across 
the Gasconade and the Osage Rivers 
were destroyed and the telegraph 
wires had also been cut. 


Lyon Occupics Jefferson. 

At St. Louis Gen. Lyon had 10,730 
men, comprising five regiments of 
Missouri volunteers, five regiments of 
the UWnited States reserve corps, 80 

led, and some few companies of 
regulars and regular recruits. 

By the evening of June 12 he had 


started a detachment by the south- 


west branch of the Pacific Railroad 
to Rolla and Springfield, and by the 
16th there were 2000 men on the way, 
commanded by Col. Frénz Sigel and 
Capt. Thomas W. Sweeny, whom Gen. 
Lyon had breveted brigadier. 

Other detachments were sent out 
along the fraliroad lines west and 
northwest to guard them against at- 
tack, and at 2 o'clock of the after- 
noon of June 13 Gen. Lyon himeeltf 
was embarked with his regulars and 
one regiment of volunteers on two 
light-draftt river steamers, bound up 
the Missouri to Jefferson City. 

The news of his approach threw 
those at Jefferson into consternation. 
Already the State armory and work- 
shop had bean removed to Boonville, 
up the river, and the officials now 
hurriedly “got ready to follow, pack~- 
ing up the State archives and their 
most valuable property In the greatest 
of haste. The small military force at 
Jefferson was sent by rail to a point 
south of nville, wrecking the road 
behind them, and the Governor, with 
a single company, fled by steamer. 

On June fifty years ago today. 
Gen. Lyon, his numbers swelled to 
perhaps 2¢00 by the addition of an- 
other regiment. arrived at Jefferson 
and received a cordial, welcome from 
many of the residents. Iseuing a coun- 
ter proclamation, in which he blamed 
on the Governor the commencement 
of hostilities, he prepared to follow 
him to Boonville. where battle and 
bloodshed were soon to follow. i 

In an engamement there on June 17 
Gen. Lyon lost fourteen men killed, 
forty-nine wounded and five prison- 
ers, while Gen. Price lost about forty 
in killed and wounded and many pris- 
oners. 
Gen. Harney Removed. 

That he war in Missouri began at 
this time, and not a month earlier, 
was due to the fact that on May ti 
Gen. William 8S. Harney had returned 
to St. Louis from the East to his old 
position as commander of the De- 
partment of the West. and Lyon. who 
had just effected the capture of Camp 
Jackson, was again a subordinate. 

Believing: that active operations 
were to be begun, hundreds of south- 
ern sympathizers left St. Louis, while 
at Jefferson the members of the Legc- 
isiature, rapidly passing bills to pre- 
/Vide for the enlistment of State 
, troops, etc., sat armed as though ex- 
| pecting Instant attack. 

' “Nearly every individual member 
was armed.” wrote one of them. 
“Members in their seats were sur- 
rounded by guns of every descrip- 
tion, leaning against desks, against 
chairs, held between the knees, lying 
on the floor. Many members had belts 
Ground their waists, and from one to 


three pistols or bowie knives fastened 
to them.” 

There was no aggression, however, 
from Gen. Harney, The Legislature ad- 
journed peacefully, quiet was restored 
in St. Louis, and on May 21 he and 
Gen. Price concluded a convention of 
inactivity, neither to make any prep- 
aration for war. 

All this was by no means pleasing 
to the impetuous Liyon and k P. 
Biair, and both of them sent to 
Washington to urge Gen. Harney’s 
removal. May 16 an order to this ef- 
fect was signed by the President, and 
on the same day Lyon, previously a 
captain, was commissioned brigadier- 
general of volunteers. 

Not for a fortnight, however, was 
Gen. Harney relieved, for Lincoin 
had advised Blair not to give him 
the order until he believed it abso- 
lutely mecessary. In that case, he 
held it was better to risk offending 
the general and his friends than to 
endanger the loss of Missouri. 

Meanwhile Gen. Harney kept 
strictly to his agreement with Gen. 
Price and refused to take any ac- 
tion, even so far as to accept union 
volunteers, or to credit the reports of 
secession activities about the State. 
which, though not of Gen. Price's 
doing, to Lyon and Blair seemed ade- 
quate grounds for action. 

“We have conclusive evidence,” 
wrote the latter May 30, “that ex- 
tensive preparations are on foot to 
raise and arm large forces to make 
war upon the United States govern- 
ment. From every neighborhood iu 
the central and southwest portion 
‘of the State men are drilling and 
arming, and men will speedily be 


[brought from Arkansas. .. For 


j the last ten days I have had most of 
‘my time occupied by persons from 
,all parts of the State who have come 
here expressly to give information 
and urge the aid of the government 
to protect the Union men.” 
Convinced that Gen. Harney was 
conservative for the existing situ- 
Blair that same day showed 
him the President's order. At once 
he complied with it, and was suc- 
ceeded in command by Gen. Lyon.

An excellent opportunity is afforded to 


people who are opposed to having children 
appear upon the stage, and who are strug- 
gling to secure normal conditions for a nor- 
mal childhood, to take cognizance of the 
infants who are demonstrating upon the 
suffragist platform.

Of course one understands that some 
means must be devised for reaching those 
who do not readily yield themselves to plat- 
form oratory, yet whose wavering attention 
might be caught through the seductive in- 
fluence of yellow teas and kindred allure- 
ments; but need children be exploited to 
further this end? Is the expjoitation of chil- 
dren for purposes of entertainment any more 
commendable upon the suffrage platform 
than upon the stage? In either instance it 
is merely a subverting of childhood from 
childish pursuits, to the uses of adult ambi- 
tion. “Purposes of entertainment?” To be 
sure; for it is not to be supposed that even 
the most ardent suffragette seriously be- 
lieves that children ranging from 11 to 14 
years of age can add anything worthy of 
consideration to the volume of suffrage.

rst among these juvenile sages, we have 

a boy orator of 13, who perforates the whole 
theory which the timid little “aktis” have 
bullt up with such patient research, in a 
few impassioned words of boyish wisdom. 
With the assurances of extreme youth, he 
sets aside any thought of menace to the 
home as “foolish;” decrees from out his 
young wisdom that women who are unfa- 
miliar with affairs of State are not fit to 
instruct children in the home. “I am glad 
to say that, among all my acquaintance, | 
know no such women,” he declares, with a 
splendid apprehension of the finer qualities 
of his women friends. Is this the usual 
mental grasp, or the natural phraseology, of 
young boyhood? But then boy orators, like 
child actors, are expected to adhere rather 
closely to their lines. 

Another child of remarkable gifts, this one 
a gentle little maid—who should be busy 
with her dolls and all the paraphernalia of 
her make-believe world—tells the grown-ups 
how far “women are qualified mentally, mor- 
ally, and physically, to vote.” Does a woman- 
child, not yet 14 years of age, comprehend 
in smallest degree the mental, moral, or 
physical capacities of adult womanhood? 

Still another youngster, a boy, gravely dis- 
cusses the effect of equal suffrage upon 
economic conditions, expressing ft as his 
belief, “that in this alone will be found the 
power to advance wages.” Of course the 
little fellow discussed the matter “gravely.” 
Hig sense of humor bas not. yet had time to 
ripen. That he should discuss the “effect 
of equal suffrage upon economic conditions” 
at all—therein lies the humor. | 

The capsheaf of prophetic vision, how- 
ever, is to be found in the words of a boy 
of 11 who declares, in support of woman 


Christ will be such a blessing.” Does the 
mind hold a convincing picture of a boy of 
these tender years, following the intricacies 
of thought which this subject involves, and 
reasoning logically from cause to effect, until 
he is prepared to pass judgment upon the 
ultimate benefits of woman suffrage to the 
race, and determine its influence upon racial 
conditions. Providing for the farthermost 
reach of mental vagary, is it conceivable 
that this boy, from his own conclusions, 
should give utterance to a pronouncement so 
stupendous? Not even the bespectacled 
scion of a iong line of professional ancestors 
might attain to this eminence of mental en- 
dowment. But, we are told, this boy is “the 
type of li-yearold youngster who is thor- 
oughly at home on the baseball diamond or 
leading in any boyish prank.” Boyish 
pranks and woman suffrage! The combina- 
tion is—unusual, at least. 
This putting of words into the mouths of 
babes, that an added charm and piquancy 
may attend their utterances, is a gallery 
play bordering closely upon the spectacular. 
It is not through sensational methods such 
as these that truth is revealed. The racé has

LECTION OF U. 8..SENATORS. 

The amendment to the Constitution of 
tne United States providing for the election 
of United States Senators by a popular in. 
stead of a legislative vote seems to be held 


of opinion as to whether the vote should be 
taken under State or under Federal control. 
In the Senate the constitutional amendment 
passed by a vote of 64 to 24. But there was 
added to the measure, as it came from the 
House, the Bristow amendment, which gives 
to the Federal government supervision of 
Senatorial elections. On the Bristow addi- 
tion twenty of the Senators who finally gave 
their support to the amendment as amended, 
voted no, and the Bristow clause was 
adopted by a vote of only 45 to 44. Senator 
Works voted with the Democrats against 
giving the Federal government control of 
Senatorial elections. The Bristow amend- 
ment was carried by the casting vote of 
Vice-President Sherman. His right to vote 
at all was disputed, it being contended that 
his power to give a casting vote in case of 
a tie existed only with respect to ordinary | 
legislation and did not »>ertain to amend. 
ments to the Constitution. This objection 
was probably overcome by the subsequent 
vote of 64 to 24, adopting the amendment 
with the Rristow clause added. 

The amendment now goes to the Houses. 
If two-thirds of the members vote to accept 
it, with the Bristow clause added, it wil! 
then go to the Legislatures of the States 
for ratification or rejection. There is some

Neither the 
six New England States nor the three Middle 
States can certainly be counted for it, and 
the six Southern States of South Carolina, 
Georgia, Alabama, Florida, Louisiana and 
Mississippi, known as the “grandfather” 
States, will be almost certain to reject it on 
account of the provision allowing Federal 
supervision of Senatorial elections. Virginia, 
North Carolina, Tennessee, Kentucky, Mis- 
souril, Arkansas, Maryland and West Vir- 
ginia are all uncertain quantities, and, on 
the whole, the fate of the amendment may 
be classed as doubtful. 

Its defeat would not make so much differ. 
ence with the Pacific States, which already 
have popular ‘lection of United States Sen- 
ators by advisory voting which is incor- 
porated among their political methods.

It is customary to congratulate our. 
selves that the -alanee of our foreign trade 
is in our favor; ihat our exports are largely 
in excess of our imports; that we sell more 
abroad than we buy from abroad, and that 
therefore our national wealth increases. The 
deduction is that prosperity attends our 
growth and keeps pace with our expansion. 
All of which is true, although not true to the 
extent sometimes claimed, for no allowance 
is made for the many millions of money 
annually carried abroad, and expended be. 
yond geas by American tourists. 

England also enjoys prosperity, although 
her imports largely exceed ver exports in 
value. During the calendar year 1910 her 
imports exceeded her exports, according to 
the report of Sir Edgar Speyer, in the enor- 
mous sum of $1,206,164,000. But her annual 
income from her investments abroad is 


in her imports of food and faw material, 
besides the larger sums received in gold, 
and the unremitted dividends which are 
annually invested and reinvested in foreign 
securities. 

England's free trade policy is as much the

The Dove of Peace visits all lands except 
Mexico. At times she even hovers above the 
clouds of paper ~moke that veil the ever- 
threatening Balkans. In a day of audacity, 
she has been know: to lay an egg in the 
helmet of the peace-loving Emperor of nearly 
all the Germans, and once upon a time, by 
the assistance of her good friends, the 
Japanese, she taught the Czar of entirely all 
the Russians not to sign a peace pact at 
The Hague with one hand, while he was 
making a grab at Manchuria with the other. 
“There's-no-such-place” has no fury like a 
peace dove scorned. 

But her home is the parlor of the Lake 
Mohonk Mountain House. There and only 
there hath she found a place for her nest; 
@ nook where she may rear her squabs.

As one umpire is a bad thing for « 
baseball game, so one referee is real- 
ly a bad thing for the boxing game 
for various reasons. Three men are 
more apt-to see fouls and the judé- 
ment of three is more apt to be right 
than that of one. However, as one~+ 
half of the fight bugs make some 
wager on each main event, it Wil] be a 
difficult task to get three competent 
men to judge a fight who would hot 
be tempted to wager on the result. 
There will never be any eatisfac- 
tory way of settling the winner of any 
boxing contest for the very good rea- 
son that neo matter how one judge or 
three decides there will always be an 
element that will roar over the de- 
cision. To the man who does not 
the decision 
makes little or no difference, and he 
forgets it generally in a few minutes, 
unless it is glaringly wrong or he gets 
into ah argument over it. 
It is almost impossible to prevent 
human beings from wagering on every 
contest of skill and endurance and 
until) this evil is lessened, specta- 
tore will how! at every decision, good 
or bad. This makes. a referee's posi- 
tion a very hard one and now that the 
local bugs have begun in earnest 
how! at feferees there Will have to 
be some tall stepping around in or- 
der to get one that will please the 
majority.

Remarkable Run of Stimson 
and Herman Janss. 

Car Almost to Salt Lake 
Cross-Country Tour. 


E. T. Stimson, who ts driving his 
Packard “30” roadster across the 
continent to Moosehead Lake, Me. & 
making a remarkable run. Me reached 
Milford, 205 miles from Salt Lake 
Tuesday. The Packard left Los Ange- 
les at 4:30 O'clock Sunday morning, 
and Stimson drove to Mojave at 9% 
o'clock the same morning. Big Pine, 
300 miles from this city, was reaehed 
Sunday night. This was a remarkable 
drive. 

Early Monday morning Stimson, 
with Herman Janss, left Big Pine for 
another fast run, and Goldfield was 
reached early in the morning after 4 
run of 125 miles from Big Pine. The 
next stop was made at Tonopah, 155 
miles from Big Pine, and luncheon 
was eaten. The car was driven to 
Ely. Ney., for the second night's stop. 

On a schedule that is almost as 
fast as a racing car would choose, 
Stimson drove his 1911 Packard “30 
over the sands and rough s to 
Milford, which is only 205 miles from 
Salt Lake. The car is in splendid shape 
and there is every reason to leve 
that he will be in New York a week, 
ahead of his origina! schedule, 

Six hours after Stimson and the 
Packard left Los Angeles, W. M. Gar- 
land end @ party in a big six-cylinder 
sigty-horse-power Pierce-Arrow, shot 
away over the same route for the run 
to Moosehead Lake, Me. This is the 
boyhood home of Garland and he is 
anxious to reach the Maine country 
as soon as possible.
